We repudiate all such violent measures and 
at foe same time ask foe Human Body to delegate an Investi- 
gation Committee and to take effective measures to protect the 
lives and property of our people in conformity with the provi- 
sions of the U.N. Charter and foe Geneva and Hague Conventions.

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Usual reaction 

Egypt is asking the non-aligned members at the United 
Nations to propose that a UJST. representative go to the West 
Bank to see what is happening under the Israeli occupation, 
and to express the concern of the Security Council about the 
general situation in the occupied Arab territories. It remains 
to be seen whether such a mission will ever materialise. 

Israeli Radio has already quoted what it calls authoritative 
sources- as saying Israel will not allow arty such envoy to 
enter the occupied territories, which a priori proves our con- 
tention that the envoy idea is a good one. It is axiomatic that 
such reflexive Israeli objections point to the essential validity 
of the original idea. Beyond this, however, we believe the envoy 
idea is a good one because it is part of the continuing move- 
ment to focus in on the pivotal role of the Palestinian issue in 
the Middle East conflict. It is crucial that efforts to examine 
and deal with the Middle East conflict bring ever greater atten- 
tion to bear upon the physical association of the Palestinian 
people with their homeland. Not for lack of trying, the Zionist 
movement has not yet succeeded in evicting all the Palesti ni a ns 
from their homes in Palestine. The continuing activities throu- 
ghout the West Bank point to the fundamental positive and 
kinetic nature of what we call Palestinian nationalism. While 
it is easy (and often chic) to profess one’s general commit- 
ment to the national rights of the Palestinian people, it is more 
urgent, important and effective to bring the nationalistic acti- 
vities of the Palestinian nation physically to bear upon the 
political and military reality in Palestine itself. 

This is the significance of the recent voting results in the 
West Bank municipal elections, and the waves of resistance 
and defiance by the Palestinian Arabs in the occupied terri- 
tories and those within the borders of Israel. 

This has focused attention upon the mechanics of life (and 
death) in Palestine itself, which is an expression of the mobili- 
sation of national identity and commitment to a restoration of 
rights in Palestine — and not elsewhere — that is the neces- 
sary precursor of a negotiated settlement that must eventually 
include a physical expression of those Palestinian national, 
political and territorial rights in Palestine , and nowhere else. 
We stress the point because it is crucial. The national dilemma 
of the Palestinians will not be solved in other Arab states Or 
anywhere else, just as the Jewish dilemma that gave rise to 
the Zionist movement was not solved by trying to tackle the 
problem of a national Jewish identity in a far-away land called 
Palestine. 

Within this context, the disparate drives throughout many 
nations and in many forums to zero in on the question of the 
Israeli occupation and the state of the Palestinians in the West 
Bank is of tremendous significance. The Egyptian move to 
send a U.N. envoy is a part of this drive, and as such it would 
only confirm what is already obvious to most of the world — 
that a state of Israeli occupation and a programme of Zionist 
colonisation in Palestine is not the way to real peace. 

The inevitable objectivity of a United Nations envoy is 
anathema to the Zionist forces, whose international structure 
of deception and camouflage is predicated upon ever more 
complex and devious levels of falsehood. An outside, impartial 
observer would- puncture this Israeli structure so easily that 
it is very much a chemical, instinctive Israeli reaction to sub- 
vert the mission before it gets off the ground. Israel can do this 
of course, precisely because it physically controls the land of 
Palestine, which is why such a United Nations observer mission 
is so relevant in the first place. 

The row this week over the WHO team’s report on medi- 
cal conditions in the occupied territories falls within the same 
category. The Israelis put up barriers to stop the WHO doctors 
from coming up with a group report on the medical situation 
in the occupied areas, but could not in the end suppress the; 
news of the doctors’ individual findings — that the state of 
occupation was abnormal and not conducive to the state of 
mental and physical health to which people everywhere aspire. 

The Israelis are not anxious to let the same thing happen 
with the latest Egyptian request at the United Nations. While 
Israel itself tries to close its eyes to the reality of a nation of 
people called Palestine, it also tries to impose similar blinders 
upon the rest of the world. It shall not succeed, of course, and| 
has not fully succeeded to date, because the brute force of the 
tangible Palestinian nationalist momentum is far greater than 
all the thousands of Israeli soldiers sent to put a lid on the 
expressions of this national spirit throughout the West Bank. 

What we have in front of us again is a situation where 
the forces of the Palestinian and Jewish nationalist movements 
are clashing against each other.

HONG KONG. May 20. (AFP). 
— Pakistan Prime Minister Zuifi- 
kar AH Bhutto is scheduled to le- 
ave for North Korea by special pl- 
ane early tomorrow morning, a 
Pakistan consulate spokesman told 
AFP today. 

Mr. Bhutto and his party, inclu- 
ding several cabinet ministers, mi- 
litary chiefs and 30 Pakistani Jo- 
urnalists. flew in from Islamabad 
last night for a rest before going 
on to Pyongyang and Peking. 

Although in transit here, Mr. 
Bhutto has been "So occupied wi- 
th his mission that he is literally 
working", the spokesman added 
without elaboration. 

According to Pakistani officials. 
Mr. Bhutto and President Kim 11- 
sung will exchange views on in- 
ternational issues, the problems 
of their respective regions and ex- 
plore the possibility of expanding 
bilateral cooperation. 

This will be the first visit to 
North Korea by a Pakistani Pri- 
me Minister, although contacts at 
a lower level have been taking 
place since Pakistan recognised 
North Korea in 1972. 

On May 26, Mr. Bhutto will go 
from North Korea to Peking whe- 
re he is expected to hold talks 
with Chinese Premier Hua Kuo- 
feng on such recent developments 
as the improvement in Sino-India- 
an relations, the Indo-Pakistani 
agreement to normalise relations 
by July 24 and Afghanistan’s in- 
vitation to Mr. Bhutto for talks 
in Kabul. „

the streamlining of domestic rou- 
tine and possessions. The posses- 
sions must be easily transported 
and are packed up into handwoven 
storage bags. Rice, grain, bed, bed- 
ding, clothes and so on all have 
their own bags, and the clothes 
and bedding are stacked at the 
back of the tent to provide a rich- 
ly decorated sitting area. 

Much less weaving ami knotting 
is done now and dyes will often 
be chemically produced, but the 
traditions have not disappeared 
and in fact are being fostered in 
the Tribal Schools, a unique and 
flourishing scheme based in Shi- 
raz and founded by Bahman Bigi, 
himself a Qashgai. In these scho- 
os girls are taught the textile cra- 
fts and given a general education. 

Nevertheless patterns are be- 
coming standardised, because in- 
evitably those which sell well are 
tiie ones produced and as the tri- 
bes become sedentary their need 
for bags, saddle covers & donkey 
hands diminishes. These small ar- 
ticles are now collectors’ pieces.

The gelims differ considerably 
from the carpets in design, being 
more starkly simple and bold, 
with angular medallions and bor- 
ders, in which they resemble Cauc- 
asians. They perhaps represent an 
older Qashgai tradition, while the 
pile carpets — many of which also 
reflect their Turkic origins, with 
hooked medallions and zigzag bor- 
ders — are much more complex 
with a multiplicity of floral pat- 
terns borrowed from classical Saf- 
avid carpets and elsewhere, as 
well as a menagerie of animals 


ranging from the sheep and goats 
which provided the wool to chic- 
kens, ducks, fish and porcupines. 

The colours are deservedly fam- 
ous particularly among the Kash- 
kuli and Sheshbeluki — a number 
of rich blues, obtained from indi- 
go, reds from madder and pome- 
granate juice, and creamy yellow, 
ivory, green and brown. 

In the context of life 

The exhibition at the Whitworth 
Gallexy endeavours to show the 
crafts of the Qashgai in the con- 
text of their traditional life, now 
seemingly in transition. A tent and 
its furnishings can be seen with 
costume, horse trappings and lo- 
oms, as well as carpets and gelims, 
both antique and modem. 

It is hoped to emphasise to the 


public what is perhaps the key 
factor for chose who love tribal 
carpets: that everyone in the Is- 
lamic world can aspire to own a 
carpet, whether he is rich or poor, 
and that among the tribes in par- 
ticular the carpet need not only 
be a luxury— to be' hung on a wall 
and enjoyed for the rich colour 
which is an antidote to the par- 
ched landscape — but a necessity. 

Not least important in these 
days of mass produced goods, 
they are works of on, made for 
their own use by the women who 
raised the animals which provided 
the wool, understood the materi- 
als and combined technical skill 
with a knowledge of their own cul- 
tural heritage and a love of im- 
provised detail.

Geologists studying the struct- 
ures of earth have an inborn 
handicap — the illusion-prone 
process we call sight. Patterns in 
rocks, maps, and photos aren’t 
always what they appear to be, 
even under supposedly objective 
examination. 

As Peter K. Chadwick of the 
University of Liverpool explains 
in the journal Nature, our visual 
apparatus constructs what we see 
partly on the basis of preconcept- 
ions. 

Useful as these may be, they can 
lead geologists astray. 

For instance, analysts may see

parallel patterns where linear for- 
ms diverge or offset faults which 
actually run straight. They may 
unconsciously link unrelated lines 
in following a map contour. They 
may mark the mid-point between 
horizontal formations consistently 
too high* 

Dr. Chadwick’s findings are ano- 
ther illustration of the unreliability 
of "eyeball” evidence. 

Such Illusions are well known to 
psychologists, but not well under- 
stood. Learning to see does seem 
to involve classifying patterns — 
of lines, dots, and shapes; patterns 
of colour patterns of motion. 

We may abstract common feat- 
ures of related patterns so that, 
given a few clues, for example, 
we see a face. We may also use 
transformation rules that, for exa- 
mple, let us see a circle as circular 
when viewed from an angle, a 
perspective that renders the actual 
outline an ellipse. 

Patrick Bateson of Cambridge 
University finds such commonly 
accepted explanations “unsatisfy- 
ingly incomplete.” He argued last 
January in New Scientist that 
when we try to recognise some- 
thing new we compromise between 
what we already know and the 


possibility that we are looking at 
something new. 

Animal experiments lead him to 
think we lump together views we 
had previously treated as different, 
eliminating distinctions in order to 
"see” something we can recognise. 

This goes against the common 
experience that, the more we 
study something, the more detail 
we see. Sometimes, Dr. Bateson 
said 7 , “we cease to notice differen- 
ces in the external world in the 
service of finding a common iden- 
tity to these different views.” 

With so much “data processing” 
going on, it’s no wonder the rocks 
can fool geologists. The illusions. 
Dr. Chadwick notes, "are difficult 
to compensate for because the 
false hypotheses on which they 
are perceived are in other circum- 
stances correct, useful, and also 
out of conscious control.” 

Indeed, he shows patterns of 
parallel linear forms that quite 
“obviously” diverge when you 
look at them. 

For geologists, this is one more 
snag in the complex business of 
reading the record of the rocks. 
For the rest of us, it’s an intrigu- 
ing reminder that seeing is rarely 
a sufficient cause for believing.
